One of the young American 
survivors was dragged out of a 
tunnel dug through tile debris 
after a Korean doctor amputat- 
ed his leg to free him. 
The doctor, a m em ber of a 
Korean medical team stationed 
at Qui Nhon. craw led into the 
tunnel smashed into the rocks 
by

engineers and 
rescue workers. 
Faint cries from the trapped 
m an were heard at 2:30 a m., 
about 'ix hours atter Viet to n g 
bombs crumpled the four-story 
concrete building. The soldier 
was in the 
ubble for 18 hours 
before he was pulled out. 
By late today, the toll trom 
the blast was: 
One American killed in the 
hotel wnen a bomb went off in 
the hotel bar. Another died later 
in the hospital. Sixteen Ameri­ 
cans 
we're 
wounded 
but sur­ 
vived and got out. Four escaped , 
injury, and got out. Twenty-two 
others, including two believed to 
be still alive, were buried under 
the mountain ol debris. 
The blast also buried 12 Viet­ 
nam ese house servants working 
in the hotel.

the Russian Geneticist who belatedly has 


been kicked out of his prized place as 


4 'rector of the Institute of Genetics of 


Ihe Soviet Academy of Sciences believed 
bis own line is not known. 
It doesn’t m atter. 
What m atter* is how an opportunist 
demonstra ed it is possible to get to the 
top of the idological pile and do vast dam ­ 
age in a society dominated by absolutists 
who tolerate no discussion. 
Lysenko’s 
ideas 
about 
environmental 
changes being transm itted 
by heredity 
were challenged strongly by other gcne- 
ticts. 
He fastened himself to the late 
Joseph Stalin and went to the top of the 
p*ic. The disseners went to Siberia, Lys­ 
enko found out what Stalin believed and 
believed likewise. 
When 
Stalin died, 
Lysenko 
fastened 
himself to Nikita Khrushchev and stayed 
on top of the pile 
But Khrushchev is 


gone now, and so is Lysenko, 
The moral of his life undoubtedly will 
rem ain — not as a warning to other 
Soviet scientists but as an invitation. 
The way for them to get to the top 
of the pile even in science is to find out 
what the men on the top of the pile be­ 
lieve and believe the same thing. 
Make the authoritarians look good. 
Rationalize 
their 
errors. 
Gloss 
over 
their shortcomings. Make them believe 
they are all knowing well as all-powerfuL 
Put on a 
gray flannel suit 
and say 
Yes with a sm ile Be a mem ber of the 
team 
Nothing bores a wielder of power 
like som eone who disagrees. Be agreeable. 
This was Lysnko’s secret. If he had 
been a politician, or any other careerist, 
he would have been playing the game by 
standard rules, but 
he was a 
scientist 
— a geneticist. His was one of the most 
rem arkable careers 
in 
modem Russia 
unti’ the men he agreed with weren t 
there any more. 


Nothing Left But Hope 


We must protect the gullible, especially 
the elderly gullible, against frauds and 
misrepresentations of all kinds, just as 
a Senate subcommittee studying the m at­ 
ter says we must. 
But before we square away in upright 
wrath to create an anti-quackery bureau 
within the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion. we should understand why a certain 
kind of gullibility in creates with advanc­ 
ing age. 
No one is alarm ed when a woman shop­ 
per convinces herself the scent of “ Chase 
Me” is likelier to get attention from down 
wind m ales than the scent of another 
perfume with a provocative name 
This comes under the heading of “ Buy- 
t r Beware” m erchandise — items whose 
claim s are m atters of opinion. Does one 
hair cream really make a man more 
Irresistible? Or doesn't it really m atter 
what hair cream men use? 
These and other hopeful thoughts in­ 
spired in the mind of purchasers by ad­ 


vertising 
and 
hard-sell 
merchandising 
alarm no one. Let the buyer beware. 
But 
oldsters have hopes, 
too. 
Their 
hopes are more mundane, than scents and 
unguents; they concern arthritis cures, 
repairs for faulty functions, palliatives for 
the infirmities of old age in general and 
the fruition of ambitions long denied. En­ 
ter the quacks, the purveyors of fraud, 
the exploiters of gullibility. 
Hope is their entering wedge — hope 
of a cure for the incurable, a get rich- 
ouick scheme that really works, a freak 
food, a magic potion, a wondrous lotion 
that will do the impossible 
Everything about con men who prey 
on old age is reprehensible. 
Their stork in trade is hope — the 
rarest commodity in the m arket for the 
old 
They must be protected But they must 
be protected against themselves. Their 
unnuenchable hope is their undoing. Take 
it away and what do they have left?

The first step was taken when Presi­ 
dent Johnson ordered American noncom­ 
batants to leave South Viet Nam. The 
second step will be taken when American 
advisers are ordered to leave. Thereafter, 
U.S. fighting will have to be carried on 
from the sea and in the air, where Amer­ 
ican forces have a fighting chance to win. 
Next to the hills of Korea, no place in 
Asia is unlikelier for bringing a land war 
to a definitive conclusion than the bogs, 
m arshes, estuaries, rice fields and jungle 
of South Viet Nam.

THE ONLY WAY the stationary legiti­ 
m ate theater has survived is gimmicky 
tax laws that m ake it possible for over­ 
priced tickets to be charged off as ‘busi­ 
ness expenses” by people who buy them 
In job lot to give to out-of-town clients. 
Even before the World's Fair opened 
last spring, the whole world knew what 
was going tc be wrong. 
There wouldn't be enough fleecees to 
Ltke care of the fleecers who were looking 


forward to the shearing 
Every New Yorker who could get his 
hard out would be expecting a fistful of 
moolah. The fair had cost too much to 
build It would cost too much to operate. 
The public would have to pay and pay and 
pay. 
Exploiters who expected to get their 
money back in direct form — who couldn’t 
write off the expense against the cost of 
advertising — wouldn’t find enough gillies. 
The certainty that a whole city would 
be waitng to pile on the tariff scared off

The thunder of war machines 
from across the China Sea has 
not drowned out the noisy, in­

Such a civil war among lead­ 
ers of key electronics workers, 
jet engine m akers and those 
who 
produce 
communication 
equipm ent is ripping the Inter­ 
national 
Union 
of 
Electrical 
W orkers (IU E » wide open. 
This feud has been obscured 
by 
the dram atic 
presidential 
election in the United Steelwork­ 
ers Union. 
But the IUE fight 
could have a more disastrous 
im pact on the nation. 
This troubled union has col­ 
lective 
bargaining 
contracts 
with such vital corporations as 
Genera! Electric, Westinghouse, 
International 
Telephone 
a n d 
Telegraph, Sylvania and Allis 
Chalm ers. 


ANY SUSTAINED disruption 
In this field caused by the ri­ 
valry inside this 350.000-mem­ 
ber union could affect American 
industry, its space race and the 
ballistic rr 'siles warning sys­ 
tems. 
This could result from strikes 
next year sparked by hyper­ 
m ilitant demands resulting from 
one faction’s efforts to prove 
itself the tougher champion of 
the workers. 
The feud, which already has 
brought the em bittered 
sides 
into the federal courts, springs 
from an election for the na­ 
tional union presidency held last 
November. 
The incumbent 
is 
the 53-year-old tem peram ental 
Jam es B. Carey 
His opponent 
was — and is — the union's 
New York-New Jersey regional 
official, Paul Jennings 
There 
were 
325.000 
ballots 
printed, and 253.335 mem bers 
were eligible to vote The total 
vote cast was 133,601 
Carey 
was declared winner by the na­ 
tional headquarters by a 2.193 
vote margin 


A SHIFT of one per cent 


would change the results. Jen­ 
nings’ camp has charged irreg­ 
ularities which would make the 
old Tammany tiger blush away 
its stripes. 
But more important than the 
charges is the simple fact that 
Mr. Jennings simply has asked 
for a recount and this has been 
denied by Mr. Carey. This is 
in basic contradiction to hun­ 
dreds of speeches Mr. Carey 
has made on freedom and de­ 
mocracy inside labor. 
Mr. 
Jennings 
has even of­ 
fered to let Mr. Carey pick any 
three m em bers of labor’s high 
command to conduct the re­ 
count. The national 
AFL-CIO 
President George 
Meany has 
offered to help. But Mr. Carey 
refuses to budge. 
Now Mr. Jennings has taken 
his 
case 
to 
the 
Washington, 
D C., Court of Appeals. If this 
fails, he will ask Secretary of 
Labor Willard Wirtz to nullify 
the election and conduct a new 
poll. 
All this will take months and 
carry the battle right into 1966 
when negotiations with the big 
electronics 
companies 
c o m e 
due. 


BY THAT TIME the vituper­ 
ative civil 
war, 
filled 
with 
charges of coorruption, degener­ 
ation and power grabs, will be­ 
come red hot. 
Mr. C arey's national office, 
for example, has ordered an in­ 
vestigation of the 1969-1964 fi­ 
nancial records of the power­ 
ful New York-New Jersey Dis­ 
trict 3. which is Mr Jennings’ 
base. An auditor arriving at the 
Jennings’ headquarters was told 
that the books were in a locked 
room 
which 
could 
not 
be 
opened. 
Word then was sent that no 
official of District 3 could at­ 
tend the union's International 
Executive Board's meeting at 
Washington Feb. 16. Certainly 
the opposition will attem pt to 
get into that high command ses­ 
sion 
Whether they succeed or 
not, they'll hold their own high 
command organizing session in 
Dayton. Ohio this soring. 
Furtherm ore, Mr. Carey’s na­ 
tional office has sent some 25 
special representatives into the 
Jennings region while Jennings 
supporters curiously have been 
fired 
of 
suspended 
or re-as­ 
signed to distant posts. 


AN 
EXTRAORDINARY 
de­ 
velopment is the effort by Mr. 


C arey’* national 
headquarter* 
to prevent General Electric Co. 
from implementing a pact it 
made with the IUE Local 301, 
in Schnectady, N. Y. The local 
agreed to changes in wage pat­ 
terns after being informed by 
the company that such changes 
would enable it to economize 
sufficiently to perm it a $60 mil­ 
lion modernization investment 
in the old plant. Such an invest­ 
ment would save 4,000 jobs. 
The w o r k e r s in Schnec­ 
tady liked the pact. So did the 
city's labor leaders. So did the 
city’s officials. So did the citi­ 
zenry. So did government offi­ 
cials who see considerable busi­ 
ness rippling out of a city mil­ 
lion dollar plant modernization. 
But the Carey national head­ 
quarters did not like it and 
has gone into U.S. Court for 
the Southern district of New 
York for an injunction to nulli­ 
fy the agreem ent. 
The Schnectady members of 
the IUE. who supported Mr. Jen­ 
nings, are disturbed. They know 
that abrogation 
of 
the 
pact 
would force GE to halt its huge 
investment. 
Such differences inside the un­ 
ion could spread across 
t h e 
U.S. and affect the entire na­ 
tion.

Didn't the 
Red Chinese and the Soviets be­ 
lieve the United States would 
retaliate 
with 
any 
degree 
of force if a big strike was 
m ade against American bases 
in South Viet N am 7 In Washing­ 
ton there has been a deliberate 
attem pt to convey to the other 
side a warning against any mis­ 
calculation of American inten­ 
tions. 
The 
Red 
Chinese 
evidently 
thought they could take a chance 
anyway by instigating another 
attack and then appraising the 
reaction of the United Slates. 
THIS TIME, while American 
forces responded, there was a 
significant addition to the dia­ 
logue on t..e part of President 
Johnson. 
He 
intimated that, 
while a wider war would be de­ 
plorable, it could not necessar­ 
ily be ruled ouf altogether for 
Southeast Asia. He said pointed­ 
ly in a speech on Monday of 
this week: 
“ We sh'11 take up any chal­ 
lenge, 
wt shall 
answer any 
threat, we snail pay any price 
to make certain that freedom 
shall 
not 
perish 
from 
this 
earth .” 
These words were uttered just 
after the President had met with 
the National 
Security 
Council 
and 
the 
warning 
was 
given 
largely to offset any current im­ 
pression that perhaps the United 
States would confine its opera­ 
tions to mere reprisals on the 
occasion of each attack. 
The custom ary warnings, on 
the other hand, have come from 
Comnunist China that it “ will 
definitely 
not stand idly by” 
over what it term s “ aggression” 
in North Viet Nam. The Soviet 
Union also has declared it will 
take “ further m easures” to pro­ 
tect North Viet Nam. 
Aggravating the situation, the 
Soviet government has just per­ 
mitted a hostile demonstration 
bv Russian and Asian students 
against the U.S. Embassy build­ 
ing in Moscow. This has pro­ 
duced an outburst of indignation 
from the U.S. Departm ent of 
State. 


The Russian press continue* 
Its denunciations of the United 
States and the Kremlin s first 
official 
statement 
since the 
present crisis began says that 
the bombings by U.S. forces in 
Viet Nam are “ capable of cross­ 
ing out various steps undertaken 
in the interests of 
improving 
Soviet-American relations.” 
The 
situation 
is 
anomalous 
and apparently is not leading 
anywhere, because each side is 
playing the game in its own way 
while keeping an eye on public 
opinion which plainly does not 
want to see any conflict esca­ 
late into a bit war. 
In an editorial, the Chicago 
Tribune 
realistically 
states 
the situation, as- follows: 
“ The pattern 
of 
American 
procedure in Viet Nam. the re­ 
fer«, |f this: The United State* 
invariably 
perm its 
the 
Com­ 


munists the first punch. After 
they have clobbered us, we re­ 
taliate 
with 
a 
’limited 
a n d 
m easured’ response, but don't 
carry on from ttiere. Meanwhile, 
our spokesmen breathe assur­ 
ance that the United States has 
no intention ol ‘widening t h e 
w ar.' but has merely sought to 
show the Communists that they 
can’t intimidate us. . . . 
“ Now we submit that it is a 
eui ju s way to fight a war when 
you wait for the enemy to sock 
you first before returning a light 
jab. meanwhile apologizing to 
the gallery.” 
UNDERLYING sentiment in 
and out oi Congress — and in 
many quarters throughout 
the 
country — 
is a 
feeling that 
somehow the situation ought tc 
b > handled without any large 
military action. The New York 
Times editorially sums it up 
this way: 
“ The only sai.e way out is 
diplomatic, 
international, 
po­ 
litical, economic — not military. 
A solution will not be found by 
exchanging harder and harder 
blows Surrende. is out of t h e 
question and ‘victory’ tor either 
side is impossible.” 
So it begins to look as if soon­ 
er or later there is going to 
have to be some conferring be­ 
hind the scenes between t h e 
m ajor powers, at lea t on the 
Western side, with an idea o! 
finding a solution. 
British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Michael Stewart says that Bri 
tain will “certainly 
consider" 
calling the Geneva Conference 
into session again to discuss tht 
crisis, but only

the Soviet 
Union takes the initatve. 
He add ed 
th at 
it might b 
stipulated that there must be an 
end to the fighting in South Viet 
Nam before negotiations cun be 
begun. 
Meanwhile American b o y s

Would you rather have a sol­ 
dier who believes in God or an 
unbeliever in your company? 
This is one of the questions cur 
rently troubling Russian com- 
cem 
about 
the 
Red 
Army’s 
m orale. 
Soviet leaders are clearly baf­ 
fled by the influence of religion 
in Russia almost 50 years after 
Lenin created what he hoped 
would be the first m aterialistic, 
godless society. 
According to Krasnaya Zvez- 
da, 
the Red Army’s official 
newspaner and other Soviet mil­ 
itary 
journals, 
“ modern 
and 
progressive” antireligious attit­ 
udes in armed forces have not 
kept pace with technical mod­ 
ernization. 
They 
reveal 
that in 
manv 
“ backw ard” religions of Russia 
draftees are still accomnanied 
to the 
induction 
centers by 
bearded 
Greek 
Orthodox 
as was the custom in the czar's 
time. 
Nor is if rare to find young 
peasant recruits who line up 
for their physical checkup with 
a pendant cross in their chests 
or who have prayer books and 
locket with religious verses in 
their bags. 
THE THEORETICAL journal 
of the Red Army complained re­ 
cently about one young man he 
turned out to be a Baptist, in­ 
cidentally, and not Greek Or­ 
thodox 1 who came to the induc­ 
tion center “ stupefied by the 
Church and infected with relig­ 
ious beliefs.” 
He “ made a show” of refus­ 
ing to be indoctrinated by a 
movie he was obliged to attend. 
Even as the young “religious 
fanatic” walked into the lobby, 
“ he pulled his cap over his eyes, 
covered his ears and sat down, 
all the way making like a m ar­ 
tyr," tne Red Armv lournal re­ 


ported indignat elv. 
The 
non-Comnumist 
world 
will never know 
what finally 
hanpened to the young man. 
Some Red Army offic ers ever 
had the courage to defend be­ 
lievers in their ranks on the 
grounds that religious soldier* 
are usually models of military 
discipline. 
“They 
don't drink 
vodka and turn into beasts," 
one young officer wrote in 8 
letter to the journal. 
But 
hi- 
ales, 
was onlv a 
voice crying in the wilderness. 
The 
Soviet military 
press is 
rife with complaints that relig­ 
ious believers are undermining 
the morale and efficiency of the 
Red Army. 


THE REAL TROUBLE is that 
it is not only ordinary Red GIs 
who cling to their belief in God. 
The “ religious virus,” it seems, 
lias also infected many of the 
commanders. 
The 
apprehension 
of the 
Kremlin rulers, stripped of its 
camouflaging double talk, goes 
back 
to 
the essential 
point; 
What if the man assigned to 
push the atomic button in an 
emergency turned out to be a 
religious believer? 
Tins may be sheer fantasy. 
But the ways oi God art- un­ 
known even to the all - know­ 
ing Marxist - Leninist m aterial­ 
ists who rule Russia.

County School Head Cites Need 


Community College Plan 


Action Urged By McBride 


A Community College would 1 
permit many Columbiana Coun­ 
ty young people to obtain high­ 
er education which they would 
not otherwise receive. County 
School Supt. J L McBride of 
Lisbon said today in urging ac­ 
tion on obtaining suen a col­ 
lege 
McBride said a survey taken 
among county juniors and soph­ 
omores five years ago indicat­ 
ed only 36-40 per cent of college 
preparatory students could af­ 
ford to go away to a college or 
university. 


HE SAID 75 per cent of those I 
contacted satd they would at­ 
tend a two-year junior college 
if there were one in the county. 
“ This would mean that in­ 
stead of 25-30 per cent of our 
students attending college, we 
would have around 50 • 60 per 
lent,” McBride said 
He pointed out county com­ 
missioners recently adopted a 
lesolution 
creating a county 
Community College School Dis­ 
trict. a preliminary move to ob­ 
taining such a facility. 
McBride explained a 
com­ 
munity 
coliege 
comprises a 
regular liberal arts college pro­ 
gram for the first two college 
years 
Students then transfer 
into a junior or third year of a 
regular college or university 


H E SAID such a 
program 
nelps to alleviate the crowded 
conditions of our universities 
and colleges, and aids studenu 
who cannot afford the tuition 
or living expenses away from 
home. 
A college could also provide 
technical training programs to 
aid students preparing for such

Of these community colleges, 
435 are tax - supported, and 315 
are private, tuition - charging 
colleges, he said.
